L eslie V. Stock, su p erv isin g prin­ 
cipal of the U pper A dam s join­ 
tu re noticed that not only he, but 
m ost of the tea c h e rs seem ed to be 
around the school p rac tic ally every 
night in

school-connected activity. 
The situ atio n seem ed to call for 
som e kind of arra n g e m e n t if tile 
te a c h e rs w ere going to have any 
evenings to them selves. To set up 
the schedule, Stock asked them to 
fill in tim e sheet* giving an accu r­ 
ate accounting of all the hours they 
spent in classes, and in other school 
connected activities. 
Report Hours Worked 
The 52 teac h ers rep o rted v ary ­ 
ing h o u rs w orked, but it w as found 
th a t the a v erag e “ w orking day" 
for a te ac h e r in the U pp#r Adam* 
sy stem Is ten hours and thirty-si* 
m in u tes in length and the average 
"h o u rly " pay, as figured from their 
re g u lar salarie s, a v erag es a little 
less th an 92 cents.

one young teac h er who received a 
sa la ry of $2000 per y ear, but h*>r 
11-h o u r day brought her rate per 
hour down to a little over 55 cent*.
